cluding at various times the positions 
of ambassador to Russia. Secretary 
of the Interior, Vice Chancellor and 
director of the Deutsche bank. 
In 


January 1915, during the world war. 
he became minister of the treasury 
and was in charge of the German war 
loans for successful flotation of which 
he was awarded the Iron Cross. 


After the war, as a member of the 


Reichstag, he consistently 
opposed 


any government whose policy it. W-|B 
to pay war reparations. He came out 
in opposition to the report of the re- 
parations experts 
under 
Brigadier 


General Dawes because the plan em- 
bodied in the report, he claimed, was 
too burdensome for Germany to aa- 
eume. 


Dr 
Helfferich was 
one of those 


who favored the prosecution of the 
war to the utmost. 
In 1916 while 


minister 
of 
the Interior and vice 


chancellor, he made pronouncementB 
in favor of deportations from 
the 
twntory occupied by the G«rman 
forces and also supporting the ruth- 
less submarine campaign. 


His attitjide toward the Reichstag 


brought him into conflict with that 
body, which responded to his attacks 
by holding up his salary as vice chan- 
cellor and in 1917 he resigned that 
position. 
In 1918 he went to Moscow as am- 


bassdor to Soviet Russia, but after a 
short stay returned to Berlin and gave 
up his post because he did not agree 
with the policies pursued by the So- 
viet government. . 
Later he began a reactionary cam- 


paign, calling upon the younger ele- 
ment to rebel against "the men who 
betrayed the. fatherland " 


In the course of his campaign he 


singled out Dr. Matthias Ersberger. 
whom he blamed for the collapse of 
Gerjnany and who promptly respond- 
ed with a suit for libel, m consequence 
of which Helfferich was tine* 3DO 
marks. 
His hobby 
was the rentenmark. 


which represented 
Germany's first 
attempt to stabilize her currency and 
which is still in use pending the cre- 
ation of the gold bank of issue provid- 
ed in the Dawes report. The proposal 
to replace the rentenmark, which He 
had established, with a brand new 
gold currency was thought to be re- 
sponsible for much of his opposition 
to the Daves plan 
Upon learning or 


the plan. Dr. Helfferich launched a 
series of attacks upon Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht. president of the reichsbank. 
who had suggested 
establishing- the 


gold bank. 
Dr. Helfferich was born at Neust- 


adt, in the Palantmate, on July 22na 
1872.

Dr. Moore Outlines to Chem- 


ical Society Importance of 
This Form of CM Instead 
of Hydrogen.

WASHINGTON, 
April 
24.—The 


value of helium in future commercial 
aviation, as well as for use in lighter- 
than-air war craft was outlined to the 
Petroleum Chemistry division of the 
American Chemical society today by 
Dr. Richard B. Moore, of New York, 
in one of a number of important 
scientific papers read to the delegates 


, attending "the organization's conven- 
' tion. 
Declaring the Dixmude, ZR-2 and 


Rolna disasters would not have oc- 
curred had helium instead of hydro- 
gen been used to lift them. Dr. Moore, 
who formerly was chief chemist of 
the United States Bureau of Mines, 
dosrribed recent-developments in the 
production and recovery of this non- 
inflammable gas and. pointing out 
that theX'nited States controls prac- 
tically alt of the supply he spoke vig- 
orously against a proposal for its ex- 
portation. 


"The cost of production of helium 


is being so rapidly reduced." he add- 
ed, "that within a year, or two the 
difference between the cost of hydro- 
gen and 
helium will be relatively 


small and need not be taken into con- 
sideration. As regards lifting power, 
the fact that helium has some disad- 
vantages is admitted, but there are so 
iruanv other advantages in favor of 


, helium that the difference in lifting 
power should not in any way militate' 
against the use of this gas."

In various parts of the country since 
the first of the month was brought 
up to six. 
Before the month is over, two more 


will be added 
to the list from this 
state, bringing California's total con- 
tribution to four out of eight, an 
unprecedented instance of stern law- 
enforcement which is proving an ex- 
cellent deterrent to further slayings 
of peace officers. 
California's started th° program of 


hanging police-killing: bandits early 
this month 
when 
it sent 
William 
Campbell, who slew an Imperial Val- airt. 
ley peace officer, to doom on a San 
Quetin gibbet. 
Illinois checked off next two ex- 
ecutions of similar nature, when or 
last Good Friday. Lucius Daltrtn and 
Henry Wilson, negroes, were hanged 
in Chicago for the murder of Patrol- 
man Vincent Skiba. 


On the same day "Diamond Joe' 


Sullivan, a notorious killer, was of- 
ficially put to death at Little Rock 
Ark., for the slaying of Policeman L 
C. Hayes, Bringhurst and Thompson 
who wire hanged here Monday, also 
were to have been Good Friday vic- 
tims of the hangman's noose, but be- 
cause of protests oi clergymen of 
many denominations against the de- 
secretion of that day by legalized kill 
ings, they were given a three day re 
prieves. 
The two policeman killers 


who are yet to meet their doom be 
fore the end of April are Isaac Wolf 
gang, who also shot a Los Angele: 
peace officer, and who will be han? 
ed next Friday, and Frank Yeager 
who killed a San Joaquln Valley de 
puty sheriff, and who is scheduled t< 
nan? the following week. 
The outstanding element in all fou 


of the executions already carried ou 
here this month was the complete los 
of nerve by the supposedly "har< 
boiled" desperadoes when they face< 
the certainty of death. 
In every in 


stance it has been only through en- 
couraging words of spiritual advisers 
that they have managed to stand 
without support, while the fatal trap 
was sprung. 
And in every instance, 


guards had virtually to carrv the so- 
called desperadoes from the death cell 
to the waitine noose. 
That the police have developed vin- 
dictiveness in avening the death of 
brother officers who fall before ban- 
dits' guns was attested by the pres- 
ence Monday at the hanging or Bring- 
hurst and Thompson, of nine Los An- 
geles policemen. The two men hang- 
ed shot down 
Patrolmen

Brett and Harry Clcster. two of the 
most popular members

department,

year ago. in order to tee the law ex- 
act its vengeance the nine Los An- 
geles policemen paid their own ex- 
penses So the scene or tne hanging.

the protection afforded citizens and 
their dependents.

of citizenship of the husband, 
the 


wife or widow would have difficulty 
in proving her American citizensM
